General Patrick telegraphed to the 


adjutant general of the army thill ho 
lunl bi'iiun un inquiry and reported 
'such conclusions as have been.reached 
us uj-esult of the preliminary Investi- 
gating 
The board appointed to In- 


vpsllgnti! Ihe accident consists of Ma- 
jor 
Davenport Johnson, president; 


Major John H. 'Jouett and Major Jo- 
seph T. McNarney, recorder. 


In his' telegram to the adjutant gen- 


eral, General,Patrick lays the blame 
for the accident on a faulty cable con- 
necting the elevating rudders, which 
broke, he says, throwing the Homa out 
of control. As the Kouia Beared the 
ground the airship struck live wires, 
sparks from which set fire to the hy- 
drogen gns In the huge bag of the 
airship. 


The text of General Patrick's tele- 


gram follows: 


Langley Field, Vfl., Feb. 22, 10'J2. 


Adjutant General of the Army, Wash- 


ington, D. C.: 


Have ordered thorough Investigation 


to determine cause of Iloma disaster. 
Information already gathered Indi- 
cates that cable lo elevating rudders 
broke. Ship nosed down. Struck live 
wires carrying high tension electric 
current and this started fire. There 
was no explosion and no flre until aft- 
er those wires were hit and broken. 


PATHICK. 


General Patrick also reported orally 


that the acddejit to the elevollng rud- 
ders of thej;onm occurrc.il at an ele- 
vnllon of only fiOO feet. 


Later he telegraphed the War De- 


partment for orders for a number of 
oflicers to accompany brxlles of the 
victims of the disaster to their homes. 
Blanket authority was promptly tele-, 
graphed to the general to Issue such 
orders as might be necessary. Gen- 
eral Patrick returned to Washington 
on the Xorfulk boat to make oral re- 
port to the secretary of war on the 
accident. 


Oflirlnl Washington and officers of 


the army, navy and marine corps were 
stunned by the severity of the blow 
that has -struck official aviation In 
the loss o( the Honin, but there is no 
disposition to allow .the disaster to 
hall the attempt of the uniledjserv. 
Ices, with the aid of American scl_enca 
and industrial aircraft genius, to gain 
mastery of the Mr. The men who gave 
their lives in" the Roma disaster, as 
well u» these who went down Into the 
River Husber In the destruction last 
•August ot "tie British built ZH-2, are 
looked up«n by their brother offlcera 
as martyrs. 


"The thirty-four nitn who lost their 


lives in the catastrophe 'are martyrs to 
the cause," snld Chairman Kalin of the 
House Military Committee.

sncrilire must not have been m:itle In 
vain, and the-Unltcd States must not 
permit other nations to continue de- 
velopment of nlrcrnfl while this coun- 
try stands idly by. 
We must keep 


abreast of the world In aviation.

Is to be hoped that enough helium gas, 
which Is ncn-lnllnimnable, can he pro- 
duced for all our llghter-thnn-alr craft.
